THE WAR BETWEEN CANADA AND 
Denmark, covered briefly in the press, 

continues to be waged. It’s typical of 
the news media—and by that I mean 

___ blogs—to reference a political event 

when it’s new, link it like crazy, and 

then just forget about it. 

Back in the early 1970s, Canada and 
Denmark signed a treaty dividing up 
the territories between the Queen Eliz- 
abeth Islands and Greenland in the 
Arctic Circle. Usually ice-locked, the 
area is rarely visited (although some 
feel the Canadian donuts-and-coffee 
chain Tim Hortons should build an 
outpost there). At the time of the 
treaty, the area seemed so worthless 
that both countries agreed they’d fig- 
ure out the exact territorial boundaries 
ata later date. 

That date seems to have arrived—in 
large part because global warming 
may thaw the region and tum it intoa 
passage for ships journeying between 
the Pacific and Atlantic Oceans. In 
July, the Canadian defense minister 
zoomed up to the Arctic Circle with 
two warships, stopping off to visita 
small, uninhabited chunk of rock 
called Hans Island, located between 
_ Canada’s Ellesmere Island and Green- 

landian shores. Denmark was not 
amused. A huffy letter was dispatched 
from the Danish Foreign Ministry's 
Legal Service; Canada’s government 
and citizens had a collective giggle 
over the Danes trying to claim what

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was obviously a Canadian island. 
And then violence broke out on the 
Internet. First, some anonymous Dane 


took out a Google ad that popped up 
whenever somebody searched for 


Hans Island. “Hans Island is Green- 
land. Greenland natives have used the 
island for centuries,” it read. The ad 
linked to a page at the Danish Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs stating that 
Denmark was protesting Canada’s 
claim to the island. Then a Canadian 
tech geek named Rick Broadhead took 
out his own Google ad—tt still 
appears if you search for Hans 
Island—that says, “Hans Island—Dis- 
pute. Negotiate? What for? Everyone 
knows it belongs to Canada.” The link 
goes to Broadhead’s Web site, where

Meanwhile, Norway and Russia 
may also lay claim to the territory, espe- 
cially if people discover natural 
resources in the Arctic shelf. The United 
States, of course, has said it considers 
the region “international.” Translation: 
If it turns out to be valuable, everybody 
had better let the United States access it, 
or else. 


BLOGS NOT BOMBS 

The territorial dispute, which will 
havea very real impact on the ecology 
and culture of the region, has become a 
silly story about how Google ads are a 
great way to channel patriotic fervor. 
The Smart Mobs blog quotes Broad- 
head as saying, “Eight cents per click— 
or $200 a month—is money well spent 
to assert our sovereignty in the north. 
Political battles are not fought solely in 
the press these days. They’re fought on 
the Internet as well.” 

This is an absurdly shortsighted 
take-away message. Sure, politics are 
now part of Googlebombing, the prac-

They are also the stuff of 
warships and environmental destruc- 
tion and welfare budgets being turned 
into military budgets. And don’t forget 
the killing part. 

In the developed world, particularly 
peaceful places like Canada and Den- 
mark, it’s easy to joke about how all our 
disagreements are so civilized that they 
take place on Google and in stuffy let- 
ters exchanged between bureaucrats. 
Pundits—particularly of the “cyber” 
bent—love to say this means we'Te 
nearing a-utopian singularity where 
suffering ends and universal wealth 
grows out of an economy based on the 
infinite resources of our ideas. Unfortu- 
nately, as my reference to killing was 
supposed to make clear, that’s never 
going to happen. We are stuck in mate- 
rial reality, where we have bodies and 
desires and an ongoing need for food, 
water, and medicine. 

Kalashnikovs are as cheap as Google 
ads, and in some places, more plentiful.

New book suggests western females are destroying their 
own image, self worth, and credibility 


FEMALE CHAUVIMIST PIGS: WOMEN AND 
THE RISE OF RAUNCH CULTURE 
Ariel Levy. Free Press, 224 , $25. 


EVERY DECADE OR SO, A YOUNG, VERY 
smart, often photogenic woman 
comes along and produces a book 
that identifies an ugly fact of female 
life in America. Susan Brownmiller, 
Naomi Wolf and Susan Faludi 
have all contributed to this canon.” 
Now attempting to join them is 
Ariel Levy, who presents us with 
the problem of the moment: young 
women eagerly participating in 
their own degradation by dressing, 
acting and physically remaking 
themselves as though Hugh Hefner 
owned the rights to their bodies. 

Ms. Levy does a fine job lining 
up the evidence for the pornifica- 
tion of American women. Her the- 
sis is that the female self-image has 
a reached a new low. Heiress/porn 
star/actress Paris Hilton is only the 
poster girl. Ms. Levy presents 
dozens of other real-life exam- 
ples—from middle-class college 
girls who beg to strip and fake 
“hot” lesbian action for the Girls 
Gone Wild cameras to porno writers 
on the best-seller list, Olympians 
posing for Playboy, the scary ubiquity 
of boob and vagina jobs among the 
middle class, mi istic San Fran- 
cisco lesbians remaking themselves 
as boorish teenage boys, pré-teens in 
thongs, teen girls hosting “rainbow 

ies” and, worst of all, women 
who should know better—well-edu- 
cated women, veteran female enter- 
tainment industry hands—working 
behind the scenes producing this 
crap. These are the women Ms. Levy 
calls Female Chauvinist Pigs. 

The premise lacks a wee bit of his- 
torical perspective. Anyone remem- 
ber the 1970s? At least in the venial- 
sins department, we're not that 


much closer to hell’s burning lake 
today than we were back then. Com- 
ing of age in that raunchy decade, 
my pre-teen girlfriends and I dressed 
like Jodie Foster in Taxi Driver when-

ever we could get away with it. Wild 
horses—let alone our horrified moth- 
ers—couldn’t have dragged us away 
from the blue eye shadow or our 
tube tops and “hot pants.” And 
when we graduated from that look, 
we squeezed ourselves into the slip- 
periest thigh-slit disco halter dresses 
and sallied forth to have as much sex 
as we could procure. 


WHO KNOWS WHODUNNIT? 
But that was before Ariel Levy's 
time. The progeny of two 1960s radi- 
cals, she came of age in the ultra-P.C. 
1990s and was educated at Wesleyan 

University, where the English 








department did not offer a class in 
the Western canon—and actually 
refused to add one to the curricalum 
when students asked for it. Instead, 
students got classes in how to decon- 
struct porn. (One wonders whether 
the Wesleyan English department 
has yet arrived at its “What were 
we thinking?” moment. Perhaps 
that’s for Ms. Levy’s next book.) 

In any case, she somehow 
learned how to write very well 
This book is deeply researched, 
sparkling with witty outrage, read- 
able. What's missing, though, is a 
stringent analysis of the cause of 
the problem, the succinct J‘accuse. 

Reading this litany of “raunch,” I 
tried to identify the common 
denominator between this era and 
that of my sordid youth. The obvi- 
ous similarity is the high price of 
oil—perhaps some freakonomist 
will demonstrate a correlation 
between the rising price of Saudi 
crude and the willingness of Amer- 
ican girls to dress and act like street 
whores. 

Ms. Levy doesn’t go there. 
Instead of searching for answers in 
the larger political-cultural 
moment—wartime, economic 

uncertainty, vast right-wing 
hypocrisy—she looks to the 
women’s movement of the 1970s and 
finds her culprit there. Talk about 
blaming the victim. 

In Ms. Levy’s analysis, the schism 
that erupted in the women’s move- 
ment between the Andrea 
Dworkin—Catharine MacKinnon 
anti-porn faction and the “pro-sex” 
sexual-liberation feminists ultimately 
left women in a quandary. The 
women’s movement was blown 
apart when its leaders split on 
whether sex with men was tanta- 
mount to rape, or pornography was 
the starting point for liberation. To 


Ms. Levy, today’s “hot” baby hos are 
paying the price for this confusion 

She's quite right that that split was 
bad news. But the women’s move- 
ment was ultimately beaten by the 
stronger forces of darkness that 
opposed it, specifically the powerful 
alliance forged to kill the Equal 
Rights Amendment, which then bru 
tally turned the argument about 
women’s liberation away from the 
finer points—day care and equal 
pay, for example—and into a desper- 
ate trench war simply to keep abor- 
tion legal. Distracted for decades by 
that fundamental threat, the 
women’s movement has been unable 
to deliver other benefits that it might 
once have promised, including offer- 
ing a path to healthy sexuality and 
self-image for women. 


PORN: THE OPPOSITE OF SEX 

Though it misplaces the blame, 
Ms. Levy’s provocative book identi- 
fies a trend. The current pornification 
of America has coincided exactly 
with the triumph of the right wing. 
This shouldn't surprise anyone: Prick 
a radical conservative and the kink 
oozes out. You can bet your riding 
crop that Capitol Hill's dungeon 
dominatrices, strip-club owners and 
proprietors of members-only 
“swinger” boites welcomed four 
more years of W 

Pundits on the right will of course 
reply that “blowjob” only became 
part of the national pre-teen lexicon 
thanks to Bill Clinton's lascivious 
ways. But haven't Presidents—even 
Presidents from Texas, where such 
acts are illegal—always had the plea- 
sure of oral ministration? It took the 
Republicans to bore a keyhole 
through which the nation could peer. 

Ms. Levy doesn’t have much to 
say about the right’s taste for 
voyeurism, though that’s certainly 
part of the story. She’s too busy 
damning the plastic-fantastic, pole- 
dancing, X-rated Paris Hilton version 
of female sexiness that so many 
women of all ages, and especially the 
youngest, have accepted as normal 
sexuality.

Levy, today’s commodified hotties 
aren't in it for fun.

She cites 
example after example of thong- 
wearing, blowjob-giving high-school 
girls admitting to having sex with- 
out feeling anything at all, and with- 
out expecting to, and of American 
women everywhere who have com- 
pletely internalized the notion that 
their bodies exist not for their own 
but for male pleasure. She's right on, 
if a little gynocentric. She might have 
discussed how porno makes rotten 
lovers of men, too. 

On so many levels that it would 
require a full-length term paper to 
quantify (perhaps some Wesleyan 
professor of porno deconstruction 
has already assigned it), George W. 
Bush is the quintessential Hooters 
guy. What Ariel Levy’s research 
shows is that during his ignomin- 
ious reign, the entire country has 
become Hooterville—not the mythic 
cracker town, but a national amuse- 
ment-park version of the bigbusted 
franchise. Women’s real sexual 
needs (such a quaint notion; even 
quainter to find there’s actually a 
thoughtful 30-year-old woman still 
writing about them) are simply irrel- 
evant in a nation where the female 
role has been reduced to its darkest 
primordial essence: entertaining the 
troops.

“IT’S BEEN A LONG YEAR,” SIGHS NICK 
Dobson, President of SNAP (Society 
of Northern Alberta Print Artists). 
“lm very much looking forward to 
the opening.” 

For nearly his entire tenure, Dob- 
son has been heading up the Her- 
culean task of the relocation of the 
SNAP Gallery from the Great West 
Saddlery Building (104th Street and 
just off Jasper Avenue) to a spot adja- 
cent to the Red Strap Market in the 
newfangled “Edmonton Arts Dis- 
trict.” Dobson relates that when the 
ownership of SNAP’s old location 
changed hands, it proved a good 
time to reassess the whereabouts of 
the Gallery. 

“Being next to an active business 
like Red Strap, with its clientele pass- 
ing by, and in a street-front, ground 
level space that was priced better in 
an interesting part of town that’s 
developing—it all made sense,” says 
Dobson. 

More than just a venue for print- 
making shows, the SNAP Gallery is 
also supposed to be a nexus of art 
and educational programming cen- 
tered around the printmaking medi- 
um, including a fully equipped print 
shop for member and workshop use. 

Despite having occupied their new 
space for several months and hosting 
several shows, Dobson says SNAP 
didn’t want to officially celebrate 
their move until the functional por- 
tion of the Gallery was up and run- 
ning. “Yes, we've done several 
shows, and we've had a generous 
grant from the Alberta Govern- 
ment,” Dobson explains. “We've had 
to husband that grant acutely, and 
we mostly used it to purchase sup- 
plies. The move has been sort of a 
labour of love for the organization. 
We've done everything, basically, 
with volunteer help. There’s only one 
fulltime staff person at SNAP. A few 
things are still not quite finished, but 
the shop is ready to use, and that’s 
important.” 

In fact, the shop being functional is 
essential to what SNAP is trying to 
accomplish. An Edmonton printmak- 


er with experience as an architectural 
designer, Walter Jule, volunteered to 
create the design for the new SNAP. 

“It’s the concept of ‘print as the- 
atre’,” Dobson says. “We envisioned 
something that would be very inter- 
active with the public. We have two 
press areas laid out so people can see 
them and see what's going on 
through those big front windows. 
Printmaking appears arcane to the 
general public, and we are choosing 
to demystify it.” 

According to Dobson, that 
includes trying to extend their out- 
reach programs, and bring in more 
avid learners and practitioners from 
schools, the inner city, and the gener- 
al public. 

SNAP’s equipment and expertise 
are beyond what many people 
would be exposed to through many 
printmaking courses. They have a 
letterpress, and etching, relief, and 
silk screen equipment, plus a dark- 
room. 

The grand opening features 
demonstrations in the shop on the 
letterpress, screen and etching print 
demos, and activities geared 
towards little ones. The gallery is 
hosting a show consisting of work 
developed at Glendale Elementary 
School with a SNAP-sponsored 
artist-in-residence program in part- 
nership with the Alberta Foundation 
for the Arts, which makes the Soci- 
ety’s commitment to bringing print- 
making to the people clear. 

The opening also treats visitors to 
the usual celebratory enticements: 
music (by the Jim Findlay Trio), 
snacks and drinks, and multiple 
draw prizes, from donated prints to 
membership and workshop fees. If 
what you see excites you, it’s also a 
good opportunity to buy a member- 
ship, which not only grants the hold- 
er perks like discounts to some local 
business, but also access to Gallery 
shop equipment and a break on the 
cost of courses and workshops. 

Dobson would like to see every- 
one come to check out SNAP’s new 
digs, from artists and arts-support- 
ers to the simply curious. “We want 
everyone to know we're open, 
ready for people to come and print. 
We're here in this community.”

FROZEN

THE PLAY HAS BEEN EMBROILED IN 
undeserved controversy since its 
American premiere off-Broadway. 

Examining 20 years in the lives of 
three characters whose lives are 
enmeshed in the most horribly inti- 
mate way, Frozen opens the Citadel’s 
Big Rock Rice Season poised to pro- 
vide Edmonton audiences with the 
quintessential Rice experience, 
which the Citadel says should “chal- 
lenge convention” by providing 
“intimate and powerful” theatre. 

Harried Nancy (Tanja Jabobs) 
sends her ten-year old daughter on 
an errand to provide a moment's 
peace. The girl disappears. Ralph 
(Oliver Becker) is a brutal pedophile, 
unmistakably guilty of a string of 
unspeakable crimes. Agnetha (Kelli 
Fox) is a psychiatrist whose revolu- 
tionary work suggests that at least 
some habitually violent criminals are 
incapable of controlling their behav- 
iour due to a toxic cocktail of child 
abuse, mental illness and—here's the 
kicker—brain injury. This volatile 
scenario is further complicated by 
the grieving mother’s desperate 
need to forgive her daughter's 
murderer. 

The production of this Canadian 
premiere is directed by Toronto- 
based Chris Abrahams, who mod- 
estly deflects the wunderkind label 


that is becoming attached to him 

“Y’ve been around long enough,” 
he says—at 30 still a relative youth 
in the directorial fraternity —" to 
have been the hot emerging artist, to 
have had failures, to be a working 
professional. 


NURTURING FANTASTIC 
ACCIDENTS 

“1 want to make a living at my 
craft,” he continues, “but | find I’ve 
become more curious... | want to 
work a little less now, to pursue pro- 
jects that I initiate or that evolve in 
conditions—like this production— 
that are more personal.” 

He says that the Citadel has been 
receptive from the get-go, giving 
him free rein to build a team and 
pursue the work in a style not com- 
mon to the big house. 

“This isn’t a Citadel mainstage 
show,” says Abraham. “We're 
doing Frozenina very minimalist 
style, building the scene with lights 
and sound. When you work like 
this, stripped down, fantastic acci- 
dents happen.” 

Indeed, when he shows me the 
rehearsal stage, much of the room 
has been stripped even of the 
demarcations between performance 
space and backstage. He quickly dis- 
avows the invocation of Brecht’s ver- 
fremdungseffekt, the so-called 
“alienation effect” through which 
the illusion of theatre is revealed to 
didactic purpose. 

“Yeah,” he sighs, “that’s not what 
we're doing here, but I suppose it 
could look like it, at first glance. I like 
to work organically, to bring the 
entire production team into the 


space and see what happens.” 

Through that process, the focus 
shifts to performance and a different 
kind of illusion than dominates the 
proscenium stage of the Shoctor. 
Edmonton audiences might be more 
familiar than most to this approach, 
which resembles that at the heart of 
Catalyst Theatre. 

The cast Abraham has assembled 
is, by all accounts, stellar—Toronto- 
nians in the know have remarked 
they cannot believe all these people 
are working together on such a chal- 
lenging piece. Each bears enormous 
responsibility to sustain an unflinch- 
ing look at tragedy 


DORA-WINNING 
SURROGATE 

Tanja Jacobs, who plays Nancy, 
the unfulfilled middle-class mother 
who says at the beginning of the 
play that she “doesn’t love [her 
daughter] at all atthe moment,” has 
won two Doras—and been nominat- 
ed for 10—for acting in Toronto: 

“She is the audience's surrogate in 
this play, and I think she does a fan- 
tastic job of that,” says Abraham. 
“We need to someone to help us 
navigate this thicket of overwhelm- 
ing emotions. 

“Asa character, she develops this 
unexpected strength, forged over 20 
years of rising status within the vic- 
tim advocacy movement—and she 
really is a person of conscience, 
angry, guilty and she has a great, 
dark, sense of humour. 

“Her ‘objective,’ abstract notions 
of justice collide powerfully with a 
concrete, personal urge for revenge” 
that is eventually transmuted into a 


desire to forgive.” 

Nancy’s experience provides the 
core of the play, which is “a plea to 
re-examine the distance we place 
between ourselves and the other”— 
and what could be more “other” 
than a predatory pedophile?——“to 
see responsibility as something that 
exists on a continuum.” 


GUILTY... 
BUT NOT RESPONSIBLE 

The play, inspired equally by the 
real lives of a mother who lost a 
child and criminal psychiatrist 
Dorothy Otnow Lewis [see sidebar], 
challenges our most dearly held 
notions of good and evil, of intent 
and culpability. Ifa man with a heart 
condition suffers a heart attack and 
crashes into a crowd of pedestrians 
but cannot be held legally responsi- 
ble, can a person so profoundly 
damaged by a life of deprivation 
and violence be held to a different 
standard when his physiologically 
compromised brain causes him to 
behave in ways that most people 
would find inconceivable? 

Psychiatrist Agnetha must carry 
the intellectual argument that is, at 
least to most people, counter-intu- 
itive. The character, a physician rid- 
died with the ordinary “control 
freak neuroses” common to the 
medical profession, has studied 
uncontrollable impulses nearly her 
entire professional life. And then the 
character finds herself in an affair 
with her colleague and mentor, her- 
self surrendering to an uncontrol- 
lable impulse. 

“She lets her slip show,” says 
Abraham. “She struggles to hang on 


to her own truth, to confront the con- 
sequences of theory, and ends at the 
beginning of a personal analysis.” 

“I can’t imagine a better person to 
play Ralph than Oliver,” says Abra- 
ham. “He has amazing instincts, he’s 
a very powerful performer, and he 
really does the job of internalizing 
the conditions of a monstrous 
childhood. 

“Ralph doesn’t feel remorse—he 
says he doesn’t know how, he 
seems disconnected from ordinary 
emotions. But, as Agnetha works 
with him, he becomes curious about 
himself, and he begins to feel physi- 
cal pain that is, maybe, the only way 
he can approach an emotional 
truth.” 


YOU’RE IMPLICATED 

The play itself is incredibly reliant 
on language—lots of monologues 
But Lavery makes language a 
behaviour, so that we, as audience, 
can interrogate that behaviour, and 
see the slip, the meaning in the 
words that the characters them- 
selves miss. 

“That's the kind of theatre that I 
really want to produce,” says Abra- 
ham, “Theatre that is intimate, that 
implicates you personally in the 
drama by asking real questions, 
demanding that you bring your own 
life to the table and see it in the con- 
text of the world of the drama. That 
kind of theatre can cause exciting 
revelations. 

“This is a difficult piece, no mis- 
take. You survive this show. But, as 
artists, we have to be accountable to 
reality.”

BRAINS, EVIL, PLAGIARISM, FORGIVENESS 


HOW BRYONY LAVERY WAS INSPIRED TO 
write Frozen, a meditation about forgiveness, 
provides a startling complement to the story 
of the play itself. 

Few people would contest the listing of 
predatory pedophiles near the top of the 
catalogue of human evil. Particularly in the 
First World, under no threat of genocidal 
war, plague or famine, the fourth horseman’s 
most fearful aspect is often fetishized by the 
mass media in the incomprehensible rape 
and murder of children. 

This abhorrent crime provides one of the 
few moral certainties on which we can all 
agree, regardless of political or religious affili- 
ation—it is “evil.” According to popular wis- 
dom, the age-old question of evil, nature vs. 
nurture, has been resolved by geneticists, the 
new champions of nature, who have tri- 


the moralists, failed to persuade us of the 
existence of monsters. 

Small wonder, then, that Dorothy Otnow 
Lewis, the basis for Lavery’s fictional psychia- 
trist, has shaken the foundations of the crim- 


about the men who stand trial for the mur- 
der of innocents. 

Lewis, who by her own estimate has 
interviewed over 200 murderers—including 
serial killer Ted Bundy—has argued, often 
successfully, that a toxic cocktail of child- 
hood abuse, psychiatric disorders, and brain 
injury creates adults incapable of controlling 
their most violent urges. 


ENFORCED DISENGAGEMENT 
Malcolm Gladwell quoted Lewis in a 1997 
New Yorker article as saying that she “just 
[doesn’t] believe people are born evil. 
“Forensic psychiatrists tend to buy into 
the notion of evil. [...] The deed itself is 
bizarre, grotesque. But it’s not evil. To my 
mind, evil bespeaks conscious control over 


Her argument is that childhood abuse 
often results in dissociative disorders 
because children “disengage” from reality to 
cope with being beaten. This is pretty much 
abuse causes anatomical impairment—a 
child’s brain does not fully develop when that 
child is under constant threat. When brain 
injury is added—many of Lewis's subjects 


were repeatedly beaten with hammers, two- 
by-fours and bottles, thrown down stairs or 
from moving vehicles—the resulting impair- 
ment is deadly. 

Different medical imaging techniques of 
these subjects as adults revealed that their 
brains had indeed sustained sufficient damage

to incapacitate higher functions, such as the 
ability to discern legitimate threats or to 
control rage. Lewis found that the combina- 
tion of childhood abuse, psychiatric disor- 
ders and brain injury is very frequent in the 
murderers in whose defense she has testi- 


A controversial psychiatrist and an unknown playwright collide 


According to Frozen director Chris Abra- 
ham, who read Lewis’ own book to prepare 
to direct Lavery's play, Lewis doesn’t argue 
that these murderers are faultless or that 
they should be freed, but rather that they 
should be imprisoned for life. Lewis passion- 
ately opposes capital punishment on the 
grounds that, in Abraham’s words, “judicial 
revenge and executions... the soul of 
society.” Abraham says that Lewis inter- 
viewed state executioners in connection 
with her research, “hoping to find someone 
not hopelessly fucked up but who can kill 
dispassionately. 

Instead, “she found that [the execution- 
ers’] lives tended to parallel the lives of the 
men they were killing.” 


Playwright Lavery was partly inspired by 
the Gladwell article; her other inspiration 
was the real-life story of a British woman 
whose sister was murdered by a serial killer. 
When Frozen had its North American debut 
off-Broadway, Lewis discovered that Lavery 
had made substantial use of Gladwell’s arti- 
cle. Further investigation led Lewis to accuse 
Lavery of plagiarism—which Gladwell refut- 
-ed—slander and worse. 


In a follow-up article, Gladwell quotes 
Lavery as saying Frozen “was an attempt to 
understand the nature of forgiveness,” and 
that the experience of being sued has been 
“absolutely bloody because it attacks my 
own notion of my character. 

“I'd like to repair what happened and | 
don't know how to do that.” 

Gladwell speculates Lewis objects most 
not to Lavery using her life, but to Lavery 
changing her life. The play's psychiatrist, for 
example, has an affair with her colleague. To 
Gladwell, Lavery’s use of reality is art, and 
“the alterations of art can be every bit as 
unsettling and hurtful as the thievery of pla- 
giarism. It's just that art is not a breach of 
ethics.” 


Lewis once accepted a kiss on the cheek 
from Ted Bundy, one of the most notorious 
serial killers in history. She believes he did so 
because she was only person in the world 
who wanted nothing more than to under- 
stand. 


It’s ironic that Frozen has resulted in such 
an unforgiving position from the psychiatrist 
wiiges oe tetiaas ofete a be 
criminal system, and whose ideas 
have been given wings by the playwright.

“CREEPY GROSS,” WAS HOW ONE OF 
my young companions described 
Rapunzel, which opens the Fringe 
Theatre Adventures young audi- 
ences’ series. 

Pressed to elaborate, she added, 
“The morals I mean.” Which points 
to.a central problem in this musical 
adaptation by playwright Garner 
Butler and composer Jeff Unger. The 
prolific pair’s 10th outing tries too 
hard, much to the detriment of the 
hair-raising dramatics onstage. 

Rapunzel is one of the canon’s 
grimmer tales, and while softening 
the story a bit for tender sensibili- 


ties, Butler has wisely kept the plot 
more or less intact. He has also, 
wisely, found the contemporary 
threads in the tale, making many of 
the motivations clearer for his school 
age audience—the Witch has a fear 
of society because of its views of her, 
Rapunzel longs for freedom, as does 
her prince, and both must learn the 
price and responsibility attendant 
upon it. All well and good, lessons 
which everyone needs to pick up; 
and they work when the drama ticks 
along. 

What doesn’t work is the ham- 
mering home of the points whether 
by drawn-out dialogue or a preachy 
conclusion. It’s a trifle squirm induc- 
ing, and not just for curmudgeonly 
grown ups either. One wishes Butler 
had spent more time bringing the

IT’S A LONG WAY TO THE BIGGEST 
Bingo in the World—and a long 
night of theatre in the Walterdale 
Playhouse. There are, however, some 
rewards to be reaped in Elizabeth 
Day’s production of The Rez Sisters 
which opens the new Walterdale sea- 
son. 

Set to the heartbeat of the drum 
and Pelajia Patchnose’s ever-indus- 
trious hammer, the piece explores 
the dreams and tragedies of seven 
women living on their reservation 
’Wasy.” All related by blood or mar- 
riage, the seven duke it out over their 
views of life and death, the alco- 
holism, promiscuity, abuse, love, and 
hope that binds their lives together, 
controlled by the caprices of : 
Nanabush, the trickster, Raven, and 
governing spirit. By turns laconic, 
spiky, eloquent, and profane, The Rez 
Sisters defies the viewer not to be 


moved by the women onstage. 
Powerful though The Rez Sisters is, 
it suffers from a sense of dramatic 
inertia in the structure. In this play of 
life and death, Highway has utilized 
a spiraling, circular form that sweeps 
its characters into a whirlpool of 
emotion, spitting them out where 
they started, with the spiritual status 
quo restored. It’s an intriguing tactic, 
and effective in getting the main 
thrust of the story across. What, hap- 
pens, unfortunately (and this was a 
problem in Ernestine Shushwap Gets 
her Trout) is that many of the opening 
and concluding scenes suffer froma 
lack of action or dramatic tension. 
They introduce the characters—ie. 
Philomena Moosetail’s obsession 
with toilets, Marie-Adele Starblan- 
ket’s cancer, Emily Dictionary’s 
tough attitude—but don’t seem to 
put them in too much conflict. It’s 
when the septet decide to go on the 
road that things get really interesting 
and powerful, building to an intense 


Witch’s past to the foreground, or 
that there were more inspired 
moments such as a tango number 
between Rapunzel’s lettuce-addicted 
parents, where music and script 
come together to provide some 
hugely entertaining spectacle. 

The production has some truly 
spine tingling dramatic moments, a 
tuneful score by Jeff Unger (contain- 
ing recognizable Sondheimesque 
themes), effective costumes and sets, 
and an appealing cast. Sarah Toane’s 
Witch is beautifully sung and is 
acted with great conviction (she’s a 
dab hand with the witty asides), and 
Jenna Dykes and Colin Regamey 
warble prettily as the eponymous 
heroine and her beau, Prince 
Valiant. 

But one can’t help thinking that, 
like Brylcreem, a little dab of morals 
will do ‘ya.

emotional climax with anticlimactic 
concluding scenes. 

The ebb and flow of the play is 
apparent on the Walterdale stage. 
The excellent cast seems to struggle 
somewhat with the opening set-up; 
then, as the play finds its dramatic 
groove, each woman delivering 
deeply lyrical moments; but High- 
way’s writing and the immeasurably 
focused performances of the middle 
of the play only point up the inertia 
of the concluding scenes. 

Asan “amateur” theatre company, 
Walterdale is in the happy position 
of presenting large scale works 
which other companies simply can- 
not afford to stage; more important- 
ly, it is a forum for talent which oth- 
erwise might not be seen in Edmon- 
ton’s mainstage season.

Whether it be Christine Frederick's 
eloquent portrayal of Marie-Adele 
Starblanket, Darlene Auger’s heart- 
breakingly tough Emily Dictionary, 
or Paula-Jean Prudat’s damaged 
Zhaboonigan Peterson, this produc- 
tion delivers power and tears while 
celebrating the life force which moti- 
vates every human action.

Alberta Ballet's Romeo and Juliet doesn’t skimp on the details

pecs are plastered on buses and bill- 
boards across the city with captions 
like “If you had a body like this, 
you'd run around in tights too.” 

The cheeky marketing campaign 
aimed at raising the visibility of the 
Alberta Ballet Company may be 
working. 

“One of my sister's friends was 
saying every time he comes off the 
train, he sees our naked bodies,” 
laughs McKinlay. “He can’t go any- 
where without seeing me naked.” 

And just few weeks ago, McKin- 
lay and a group of his dance col- 
leagues were recognized on the C- 
train in Calgary. A passenger, read- 
ing a Calgary Herald with a preview 
article about Romeo and Juliet, 
looked up to see a billboard of the 
nude dancers and realized he was 
sitting right next to the very same 
people, only this time they were 
clothed. He felt compelled to call 
someone on his cell phone to tell 
them “Hey, I’m on the train with 
some Alberta Ballet dancers.” 


MOBBED BY BUNHEADS 
Well before the sassy promotion- 
al campaign, Kelley McKinlay’s 
powerful performances as Don Jose 
in Carmen, the Man in The Winter 
Room, the Champion roper in Rodeo, 
and the Poet in Vigil of Angels, have 
made a potent impression with 
Alberta Ballet's fans in his three 
previous seasons with the Compa- 
ny. 
“Born and raised in Edmonton 
and trained at Dance Alberta under 


Ross Brierton, Kelley is regularly 
greeted after performances in the 
Northern Jubilee Auditorium lobby 
bv a crowd of giggling high-school- 
aged “bunheads” (ok, sometimes 
the crowd includes some slightly 
older adoring female fans as well) 
hoping to catch an autograph or at 
least a up-close look of their Alberta 
ballet dance idol 

There's little wonder why the 
young, passionate, and sexy per- 
former has been cast by artistic 
director Jean Grand-Maitre as the 
Romeo in his brand new Romeo and 
Juliet 

McKinlay admits it’s challenging 
to come up with a fresh interpreta- 
tion of Shakespeare's iconic leading 
man, he says “Tanya Dobler, my 
Juliet, has helped a lot to draw the 
lines of where I need to go with my 
Romeo, through the very emotions 
she brings to her role.” 

“T enjoy dancing with Kelley so 
much,” say Dobler. “He’s so open 
emotionally and expressively as a 
partner, which helps make it easy to 
explore. We've got a great connec- 
tion.” 


IT’S HUGE! 

McKinlay says audiences can 
expect some particularly breathtak- 
ing moments between his Romeo 
and Dobler’s Juliet in Grand- 
Maitre’s choreography. “Usually I 
would say Jean's work has a neo- 
dassical edge to it. For Romeo and 
Juliet, he’s moved further towards 
the traditional classical ballet than 
what we’ve seen from him before. 
But the pas de deux sections are not 
traditional at all, the choreography is 
completely brand-new, so different 
and fresh.” 

Set in a medieval time, with over a 
hundred elaborate period costumes, 


full-scale ballroom scenes, and intri- 
cate sword fights, Grand-Maitre’s 
production of Romeo and Juliet, a 
collaboration between the Banff 
Centre and Alberta Ballet, promises 
to be one of the most extravagant, 
original, over-the-top, fulllength 
ballets ever mounted in Alberta. 

“When I found out I was going to 
do Juliet, I was so excited,” says 
Dobler. “It’s a huge role and the 
score Prokofiev's score is one my 
favourites, always has been. But as 
we started in on rehearsals and we 
began to see the costume sketches 
and the big scale of the production, it 
kind of hit me. This is huge! But Jean 
directs you so well to where he 
wants to take things. So I’m really 
just trving to enjoy it.” 

“1 think the way Jean choreo- 
graphs is very theatrical,” explains 
McKinlay. “There's a lot of acting in 
his dances, although he doesn’t like 
to call it acting, he wants the charac- 
terization to come from a natural 
place.” 

Both dancers indicate that once 
they started dancing full run- 
throughs, with each scene in chrono- 
logical order, the characterization 
process fell into place. 

“Juliet never interacts with more 
than a few people at any given time, 
her mother, her father, Paris, the 
Nurse, Romeo, the Friar. So during 
the rehearsal period, I was often a bit 
isolated, working on my own stuff,” 
says Dobler. “1 really had no idea 
how the rest of the ballet looked 
until we started running scenes in 
chronological order.” 

McKinlay concurs. “My bedroom 
scene with Juliet is so much more 
meaningful when it comes right 
after the scene where I've killed 
Tybalt.”

EACH LIFE IS A PAVILION, CLINGING TO 
the space/time continuum—a 
microcosm of eternity. Asa result, _ 
each word, each action, no matter 
how tiny and inconsequential, has 
echoing ramifications that can 
change a life or destroy a soul. That 
is the through line of Craig Wright's 
The Pavilion, a perplexing production 


writer for the mordant HBO hit Six 
Feet Under. In The Pavilion, he takes 
on eternity in a somewhat less gal- 
lows manner; his prose is lyrically 
epic, but generously laced with 
wicked wit. Out in the starry 
expanses, a narrator conjures up the 
beginning of time for us—was the 
beginning of the universe a word, or 
a raindrop?—before whisking us to 
a 20 year high school reunion where 
two erstwhile sweethearts, Peter and 
Kari, must reconcile before breaking 
free of the past’s hold on them.

Wynters does bring a sense of 
arrested development to Peter—he 
may be in his late 30s, but emotion- 
ally he’s 18—while Paddick, in her 
pink dress, is the image of the pret- 
ty, popular girl emotionally frozen 
in some late teenage time warp, but

THAT WAS LOS ANGELES, THIS IS NEW 
York. 

Two flawed but engaging films 
debuted at film festivals in Septem- 
ber of last year, and then opened in 
theatres this past spring—one on 
over 1800 US screens, the other on 
seven. Although you may, therefore, 
have heard of the first, it is not 260 
times better than the second. 

Both films follow characters who 
are improbably interconnected, car- 
oming off of each other over the 
course of a single day. In each case, 
the main character is undoubtedly 
the city in which the film is set, and 
the difference in style between the 
two pictures ultimately reflects the 
long-nurtured aesthetics of Ameri- 
ca’s two great hubs of film produc- 
tion. 

The first movie undoubtedly got a 
little head start because the fellow 
who wrote and directed it, Canadian 
ex-pat Paul Haggis, had received a 
little attention for a movie he wrote 
called Million Dollar Baby. His direct- 
ing debut, Crash, explored the racial- 
ly attributed distrust and resentment 
that ricochets through the streets of 
Los Angeles with a script that intri- 
cately, almost mathematically, 
mapped out the connections 
between its characters. Although it 
strode out of the oily slick that gen- 
erally oozes from Hollywood, the 
film had a larger-than-life, “edgy”- 
but-pretty style that marked it clear- 
ly as a product of America’s lower 
left coast. 

Heights, on the other hand, is all 
New York, and not just because it 
was conceived by period-picture 
producers Merchant Ivory as a rare 
use of the city in which they’d been 
based for four decades. In the press 
notes for his last producing gig, the 
now deceased Ismail Merchant 
opined that “You don’t get the kind 
of views of New York we got in this 
film... on the unconvincing streets of 
Toronto.” Ooof! But you can see 
what he means. 

When Crash placed action in the 
shadows, it always had that electri- 
cally illuminated buzz. Heights gets 





the dull feeling of an overcast sky 
hanging over a concrete city and 
indirectly lit spaces. It also depicts 
the haphazard rooms and chaotic 
streets of New York as places actual 
human beings might inhabit; in 
Crash even L.A.’s dumps look just 


so. 
And whereas Crash always makes 
you aware of how cleverly the sto- 
ries have been interconnected, 
Heights wears its improbability 
rather more lightly. In part, perhaps, 
this is because its scope is narrower. 
Hagzis wanted to make plain the 
interwoven hypocrisy and anxiety 
that transcends L.A.’s neighbour- 
hoods, races, and classes, but Heights 
director Chris Terrio—a just-turned- 
30 native New Yorker—is more 
interested in issues that are more 
personal and less political: notwith- 
standing the fact that there are 8 mil- 
lion people living in New York, a big 








inside, say, the economically un- 
stratified, geographically centralized 
community that works in the arts 
and allied media... and then height- 
ens the connectivity by adding a 
photographer who has compulsive- 
ly bedded young men in large num- 
bers and then kept an annotated list 
of his conquests, which he’s handed 
to Vanity Fare to help them write a 
profile. 

That's the snake in the grass 
winding its way around the rest of 
the action, which centres on photog- 
rapher Isabel (Elizabeth Banks) and 
lawyer Jonathan (James Marsden), 
young people due to be married, but 
both, it appears, with concerns. The 
movie could have been called Reser- 
vations and Lies, filled as it is with 
people who aren't sure what to do 
and who lie, to themselves or to oth- 
ers, to buy time. Isabel wants to pur-

sue her career but has to pass up 
opportunities because of the wed- 
ding, which, as she notes, involves 
the hiring the string quartets, 
amongst other difficulties. Jonathan 
was one of the aforementioned con- 
quests, but he hasn’t quite got 
around to telling Isabel. Isabel's 
mother, an acclaimed actress, (a fiery 
yet sympathetic Glenn Close) coun- 
sels her students to live with pas- 
sion, but wilts in the face of a no- 
longer-comfortable open arrange- 
ment with her husband. 

Some of the most delightful 
moments come from bit players. 
George Segal gets a few laughs as a 
well-intentioned but meddlesome 
rabbi before he turns sympathetic as 
a forgiving counselor, and after his 
little non-speaking cameo in The Avi- 
ator, Rufus Wainwright demon- 
strates that he is, indeed, ready for 
bigger roles, playing a world-weary 
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bohemian about town. 

Heights is a modest sort of movie, 
but not unpleasantly so. Though 
they are little, the laughs are tren- 
chant. Although (or perhaps 
because) the characters are not larger 
than life, their dilemmas are imme- 
diate. The troubles are small here, 
but so are most of our troubles from 
a distance, and the director and cast 
do a fine job of bringing us close to 
their abject befuddlement, grinding 
despair, sweaty desperation, and 
crackling panic. 

And although the pace is slow, the 
building of tension accelerates until, 
as dawn approaches, the garbage- 
can-through-the-pizzeria-window 
moment comes, the tension breaks, 
and the movie ends with a slightly 
pat ending that nevertheless leaves 
you feeling a little refreshed, thanks 
to Terrio’s lighter touch.

In North Country, her first big Holly- 
wood picture, she again stands up 
for womankind, chronicling the 
story of one woman’s battle for a 
workplace free of sexually violent 
language and behaviour. It’s loosely 
based on a real-life, precedent-set- 
ting sexual harassment case in an 
American mine, and though that 
took place in the antiquated ‘80s, 
there are still enough survivors of 
those kinds of battles to keep it rele- © 
vant.

McDormand, with her much-loved 
Marge Gunderson midwestern 
accent) and signs up for a job with 
the mining company, like she does. 
What do you do? Secretarial? asks 
Josey. Nope. “ drive truck,” says 
Glory, rightly proud of herself for 
earning a real wage, 16 times what 
washing hair brings in. Sounds 
good—pulling herself up by the 


bootstraps, housing her family safe 
and secure. 

Unfortunately, the work culture at 
the mines is openly hostile to the 
women who work there. And any 
opposition to the constant name-call- 
ing and filthy come-ons—which 
escalates to physical violence—is 
dismissed. “Sense of humour, 
ladies.” And then we see many more 


horrible things that the men do to 
the women at the mine, all ignored 
by management who would rather 
not have to hire women to begin 
with. Josey takes them to court, 
while the image of Anita Hill looms 
ona larger scale in the American 
imagination.

North Country states the case 
rather strongly, but we have to 
remember that this is still recent his- 
tory The pec yple who hold sexist 
beliefs have not disappeared into 
retirement, and we still do run up 
against that kind of thing at work, 
on the street, and most tragically, in 
our homes. (The film draws a nice 
parallel between workplace sexism 
and domestic violence). 

It's a rude awakening for young 
women these days who grow up 
without the kinds of barriers our 
forebears had to overcome to get 
what we take for granted. We must 
remain vigilant! The lessons of North 
Country seems obvious, and lack the 
exoticism of Whale Rider. But check 
the headlines. Women are being 
abused and murdered still, and who 
knows how many are quietly being 
held back by unspoken attitudes? 
We're not done yet.

If he 
lacked their auteurism (Lloyd wrote 
and directed only a small handful of 
the 200 some-odd movies he 
appeared in between 1913 and 1947, 
and Safety Last! isn’t one of them), he 
shared their gift for clever, exacting 
slapstick, and Keaton’s willingness 
to risk life and limb for a big comic 
payoff. Watching some of Lloyd’s 
more dangerous schtick gives you a 
feeling akin to leaning too far back in 
your chair and just catching yourself 
before you tip over, repeatedly. If 
Jackie Chan should run into Lloyd in 
the afterlife, he definitely owes him 
lunch. 

Safety Last! is, naturally, a window 
oma less enlightened times, replete 
with spooked Negroes and an oily, 
avaricious Jew. Still, the antiquated 
world of 80 years ago, however arti- 
ficially evoked, is pleasantly disori- 
enting to gaze on. Cops are dumb 
instead of vicious, women wear bon- 
nets, telephones and cars have to be 
handcranked—it all looks so sweet 
and naive. Lloyd's brand of light- 
hearted but thrilling antics was no 
doubt a great escapist balm to belea- 
guered souls during the depression 
that was just around the comer 
when Safety Last! first hit the screen, 
and everyone can use that kind of 
misapprehension now and again.

Well I’m sorry to disappoint you 
friend, because Stay is more of a 
“psychological thriller” than a 
“spooky” movie. You're far more 
likely to leave the theatre going 
“Man, that was so confusing.

relationship starts to strain. As

reality was actually reality?” than 
you are to leave wanting to hump. 

At first glance, Stay appears as 
though it’s going to deliver the nec- 
essary thrills needed to evoke love in 
the backseat of your car. It’s the story 
of a dedicated New York psychia- 
trist, Sam Foster (Ewan McGregor), 
and his desperate attempt to prevent 
a young patient, Henry Lethem 
(Ryan Gosling), from carrying out a 
planned suicide on the eve of his 
21st birthday. Obsessed with saving 
Henry’s life, Sam searches across the 
city for him, bumping into former 
acquaintances of the young man—a 
psychiatrist (Janeane Garofalo) that 
Henry apparently drove insane, and 
a recently blinded man (Bob 
Hoskins) who may or may not be his 
dead father. Sounds kinda scary 
right? Well hold ona second. 

Lila (the under utilized Naomi 
Watts), Sam’s girlfriend and former 
patient who he also ironically pre- 
vented from committing suicide, 
immediately connects with Henry, 
recognizing him as a kindred tor- ~ 
tured soul, and Sam’s and Lila’s 


Ewan McGregor and Naomi Watts 
give respectful performances with 
what little they're given, but the nar- 
rative just doesn’t add up to any- 
thing substantial. Ultimately you feel 
a bit cheated at the end. Was this what 
all the fuss was about? Forster tries to 
compensate visually by creating an 
intensely symbolic world of dreams, 
delusions, and states of mind, but his 
work comes across as a little bland 
com toa surrealist master like 
David Lynch. It's called Blue Veluet. If 
you haven't seen it, I say you rent it, 
pronto! 
The press notes describe Stay asa 
“moving and mesmerizing double 
story that plunges beneath the surface 
of ordinary experience to take a man on 
a spiraling descent through the myster- 
ies of identity, dreams, and the very 
fabric of existence.” While I would dis- 
agree about the plunging beneath the 
very fabric of our existence part, I will 
say that this movie does work as a 
mildly engaging psychological thriller 
that won't make you want to have sex 
afterwards.

boyfriend was Lloyd Dobler in Say 
Anything. Then we learned how to 
be young adults in Seattle, with the 
rest of the Singles. My first writing 
assignment? An article for Rolling 
Stone, of course, or showing people 
where the money was. And Eric 
Stoltz was always there for some 
reason, keeping us from driving 
drunk and stuff. 

So of course, we expect his new 
movie Elizabethtown to be full of 
unforgettable lines and delightful 
characters that we can relate to, 
those quirky humanist dreamers 
looking for Big Meanings and Love. 
And we aren't totally disappointed. 
Not totally. 

It's Garden State off of antidepres- 
sants. And devoid of the medicated 
numbness, it’s allowed to go much 
bigger than the other, smaller, more 
cynical film. And by going big, it sets 
the bar high, but it doesn’t always 
manage to get up there. 

Elizabethtown, like Almost Famous, 
is vaguely autobiographical. It's 
about a young man, a hotshot shoe 
designer named Drew Baylor 
(Orlando Bloom) who fails spectacu- 
larly with his first project, Spasmoti- 
ca, a shoe that was supposed to 
change the world. One billion dol- 
lars of the Mercury shoe company, 
down the drain because of some 
unspecified flaw, causing a massive 
recall. 

Drew had devoted eight years of 
his life to the shoe, and at the begin- 
ning of Elizabethtown, he explains 
to us in voiceover that he is about to 
kill himself. But then he receives a 
call from his sister to tell him that 
their father has died, visiting rela- 
tives in Elizabethtown, Kentucky. 
The resulting delay, we note by the 
rising music, will change his life. The 
change comes in the form of a free- 
spirited, beautiful young woman 
named Claire Colburn (Kirsten 
Dunst) who chirps at him all night 
long during his flight to fetch his 
father’s body. Ina move that would 
otherwise be regarded at stalkerish 
or desperate, Claire gives Drew her 
phone number on his way out. But 
she sure is pretty! 

Drew is then drawn into a family 
he barely knows but who seem to 
have inhabited Drew’s father’s secret 
life. They come out in droves to sup- 
port the Baylors because Mitch Bay- 
lor was legendary.

It seems like the Drew and Claire 
are the only ones who aren't present- 
ed as small-town freaks. Even 
Drew’s mother (Susan Sarandon) 
and sister are reduced to nubs of 
characters, which is a shame because 
there are inklings that there is some- 
thing else going on between those 
two—why does Drew’s sister keep 
insisting that her brother come home 
to take care of their mother? What 
mother-daughter drama is being 
kept from us? 

It’s not the only thing we don’t 
know about. There’s also a couple of 
veiled references to a long-ago 
betrayal by a family friend, Drew’s 
own mute mourning of his career 
and his father, and the puzzling 
attraction between him and Claire. 
Even if he’s the world’s most famous 
elf, what has Orlando Bloom really 
done fo attract her attention? And 
even though Kirsten Dunst’s sunny, 
quirky Claire is funny smart and has 
a “connection” with him, why does 
she seem to be only showing her 
best side? Why is she always “on”? 
It gets a little annoying. 

The movie provides clues: Drew’s 
cellphone ringtone is “Can't Get 
Next to You,” and Claire gives a lit- 
tle speech about being a “substitute 
person,” someone who acts more as 
a place holder in someone else's life, 
a role rather than a real contender. 
Oh, I see. We're actually not “con- 
necting.” But Elizabethtown is, as 
Drew explains, a fiasco rather than a 
failure, an Icarus who goes down, 
albeit in a blaze of glory. It wants to 
be a euphoric celebration of life and 
love that makes you wish someone 
would hoist a boombox over his 
head to win you back when it’s real- 
ly only a cheesy, self-written wed- 
ding vow prettied up by profession- 
al actors. Chuck and Cindy would 
be proud. But we're not fooled!

who get just naked enough to titillate 
without invoking an R rating, and 
use technology (the ‘Net, web cams, 
video cameras), because it’s impor- 
tant to remind teens of all the won- 
derful gadgets they should have. 

While the film fails miserably to 
invoke a fraction of the dread the 
original oozes, it does take what was 
a very straightforward plot about a 
ship of murdered lepers returning in 
a mysterious fog to wreak revenge 
on their killers’ ancestors and convo- 
lutes it to the point of utter confusion 
with abandoned plotlines (a relation- 
ship between Welling and Blair’s 
characters is mentioned then 
dropped) and a half-hearted mys- 
tery element involving some antique 
junk that washes up on the beach. 
It’s like watching a bunch of differ- 
ent movies crammed together that 
happen to have the same actors and 
setting. Tough to say exactly how 
many fathoms logic and character- 
motivation are sunk, but the script, 
by Cooper Lane (The Core) is so dis- 
connected it’s nearly experimental 
(go figure that the trivia section of 
the IMDb says it was green-lit before 
a script was written). 

A bunch of cheap scares are 
woven into scenes of ghosts killing 
townsfolk in every way, from to 
stabbing them with floating glass to 
grabbing them through the plumb- 
ing J-horror-style and frying them to 
a crisp, while the heroes just sort of 
appear around town and havea 
bunch of supernatural close calls. It 
culminates in some vehicles inexplic- 
ably burning at the side of the road 
and a handful of townies hiding ina 
museum from ghosties not quite 
scary enough to get jobs at Disney- 
land’s Haunted Mansion. Rupert 
Wainwright, whose other directorial 
credits include the wretched Stigma- 
ta and some M.C. Hammer videos, is 
inept on nearly every level, from his 
pedestrian camera angles to fake-ass 
fog effects. 

Watch the original and you'll see 
how Carpenter masterfully uses fog 
machine fog to create a bubbling, 
ominous monster that’s as scary as 
the undead it hides. Hell, in the ‘80s, 
between John Carpenter films and 
Ozzy Osbourne videos, the fake fog 
industry was booming. With CG, the 
once noble fog maker profession 
(did they have a Fogmaker’s 
Union?), has been relegated to Black 
Metal shows and DJ’ed weddings. 
Sad, really. 

But let’s not part with heartbreak. 
How about some Foghat trivia? Dig 
this: according to the official Foghat 
website (foghat.com), when the band 
was looking for a name, “Brandy- 
wine Track and Hootch had been 
considered and rejected.”

AT FIRST GLANCE, DREAMER HAS ALL 
the ingredients of an outstanding 
family film. There’s a girl, her 
injured horse, and a big race. Dakota 
Fanning, the 11-year old gifted Man 
on Fire star, gets a chance to use her 
acting muscles again after screaming 
her head off in War of the Worlds. The 
proceedings are epically pho- 
tographed and scored. 

But somewhere on the way to 
answering The Black Stallion, writer- 
director John Gatins gets lost ina 
maze of colorless secondary charac- 
ters and a totally unnecessary breed- 
ing subplot, lowering the movie's 
sights somewhat to a Saturday after- 
noon Family Channel movie. Still, 
the winning Fanning and veteran 
costars Kurt Russell and Kris Kristof- 
ferson manage to give the proceed- 
ings enough gloss that Dreamer’s 
target audience won't consider its 
shortcomings until they reach the 
parking lot. 

Russell stars as Ben Crane, a once- 
great horseman-turned-trainer 
whose 11-year-old daughter Cale 
(Fanning) shares his love for the 
equestrian, When her favorite horse 
Sonador (Spanish for dreamer, 
natch) suffers a career-ending bro- 
ken leg at the track, Ben’s heartless, 
no-nonsense boss Palmer (David 
Morse) orders him to put her down. 
By refusing to do so in front of his 
daughter, he loses his job but not the 
horse. Thinking Sonya ideal for 
breeding, he’s stunned at Cale’s sug- 
gestion: why not give the filly (and 
her trainer) one last shot by training 
her for the Breeder’s Cup? 

Depressed Ben can’t see it, but 
Cale’s willing to assume full owner- 
ship and responsibility. Ben's 
employee Manny (Freddy 
Rodriguez), a former jockey with 
dreams cut short by a tragic track 
accident, believes in her, if not in 
himself. And Ben’s crusty old dad 
Pop (Kristofferson) comes to admire 
her spunk as he and his son mend 
fences. 

According to published reports, 
Gatins originally conceived Dream- 
ers lead for a boy until he rewrote it 


- for Fanning, who stars in five pic- 


tures this year. He deserves kudos 
for that, because the already multi- 
talented Fanning adeptly infuses 
Cale both with the adult maturity 
(and early-moming cup of coffee) 
necessary to rigorously train her 
horse and with the childlike impulse 
to sneak Sonya popsicles, without 





once venturing into Freaky Friday ter- 
ritory. 

But Gatins drops the ball with sec- 
ondary casting. Freddy Rodriguez 
just doesn’t have the emotional heft 
to play a jockey broken in body and 
soul, and 69-year-old Kristofferson 
could've played the hell out of the 
his role if the superfluous breeding 
tripe had been jettisoned to make his 
character interesting. Instead we get 
the same old strained father-son 
relationship. And even ina family 
movie, the villain needs some shad- 
ing and background; the talented 
Morse’s Palmer has just enough 
haughty menace for a Neon Rider 
baddie. 

For all its flaws, Dreamer, loosely

AS THE CHASM BETWEEN COMMERCE 
and the underground continually 
decreases in size, one must realize 
that at some point, pop vs. art has to 
stop being a fight. All it takes is peo- 
ple to bridge that gap—with the 
awareness and grit to simultaneous- 
ly question as well as embrace its 
diminishing size—instead of just- 
standing there across the gulf, 
yelling at the other side. 

Metric currently navigates this 
precarious position, and they grace- 
fully welcome the notion of playing 
for both teams. 

After 2003’s Old World Under- 
ground, Where Are You Now?, Metric 
garnered popularity in tidal waves 
that quickly circumvented the 
group’s indie beginnings. Suddenly, 
mail-ternative preteens had Metric 
T-shirts, the band started playing 
larger rooms, and in the year-and-a- 
half that followed, Metric were 
either on the road, on MTV, fea- 
tured in magazines, or being talked

about by people like Tanya Kim and 
that coked-up Mulroney kid on 
eTalk Daily, their Glaser Stencil logo 
emblazoned into the pop culture 
collective consciousness. But we still 
liked them, because whether you 
were a snooty record clerk or a 
teenage fan, you couldn't deny they 
were just really good, especially 
when you saw them live: catchy but 
relevant, fun yet austere, and, of

course, we all fell into a hypnotic 
love trance with Emily Haines’ 
serenely plaintive android coo. 

But with love always come the 
haters, and in the months preceding 
Metric’s sophomore release, Live it 
Out, the evil grumblings ofjealous 
hipsters could be heard saying 
things like “Oh they’re stars now, so 
they suck...” and “They’re so pop, I 
bet the new album will be glossy 
and over-produced.” 

Well sorry haters, you lose; Live it 
Out is actually darker and warmer 
than Old World, due partially to less 
synths and drum machines and a 
whole lot more raw guitar in the 
mix. It’s also grittier—after the ulti- 
mately optimistic, light feeling of 
Old World—Metric’s sound is made 
more fierce simply by way of time 
and situation.

poser, Edvard Grieg, along with a perfor- 
mance of Norway's national anthem. The 
remainder of the program won't be Norwe- 
gian in composition, but it will star one of 
their finest performers, Ole Edvard 
Antonsen. He'll perform two major mas- 
terpieces of the trumpet—johann Nepo- 
muk Hummels Trumpet Concerto and 
Andre Jolivet's Concertino for Trumpet, Piano 
and Strings. Anderson is one of the world’s 
most respected and recorded trumpet play- 
ers. He has a long-standing contract with 
EMI Classics and has performed outside of 





selves, with Jimmy, who is the guitar 
player, in Canada, in the dead of win- 
ter, and at night. So it really was the 
exact opposite.” 

And Live it Out actually feels 
warmer though it was recorded in 
Canada in the winter at night: “Yeah, 
it’s more natural, right? That's how we 
all felt too. There's definitely a lot of 
artifice, and stylized elements on Old 
World, which | like—I mean I think 
that that kind of pop music is cool, but 
it felt really good to just drop that, you 
know? I think we come across as more 
human on this record.” 

This dichotomy in no way repre- 
sents a departure for the band; the 
record is still very much Metric, with 
Jimmy Shaw (guitar), Josh Winstead 
(bass) and Joules Scott-Key (drums) 
adding their hard, melodic edge to 
Emily's sometimes vulnerable, some- 
times commanding vocals. The lyrics 
still hang on that tricky balance of 
accessible and resonant; there's just a 
little less glimmer and a little more 
Sonic Youth-esque distortion and 
chaos. 

Pop vs. art isn’t the only identity cri- 
sis the band balances; there is also their 
dual American/Canadian citizenship, 
which has given them the opportunity 


to live, work, and play in both halves 
of the continent, and ultimately to see 
their participation in the Canadian 
scene recently growing, changing, and 
registering in the American conscious- 
ness. 

“It’s such a relief,’ Haines sighs, - 
“cause for many yeats, personally, I 
felt like I jad to leave Canada if 1 was 
going to be taken seriously as a musi- 
cian, that there was absolutely no way 
I could do it from within Canada.” 
Haines is certainly not alone in that 
sentiment, but the last three-to-five 
years has seen huge leaps in establish- 
ing the idea ofa “scene” in\Canada— 
so much so that maybe the talent 
shaping this musical identity will 
actually start to stick around. “Yeah, 
now,” she emphasizes, “it couldn’t be 
more of a reversal, and it’s long over- 
due. I think Canadian bands are bene- 
fiting more than anybody from the 
changes in the way that people are 
getting music, and everything positive 
that’s happening on the Internet...there 
are so many talented people that just 
needed to get their music out there! 
Wealways knew, that that’s where the 
good stuff was.” 


IT’S NOT ME IT’S YOU 
Haines’ sense of camaraderie for 
her musician friends and enthusiasm 

for Canada’s scene extends itself to 
Metric’s audience as well. “My sense 
of people who love music is that we 


= are creating a soundtrack... So ideally, 


we're in touch with people and what 
we're all experiencing collectively.” 
For Metric, seeing as they are the 
music, and they embody both their 
audience and their content, this sense 
of collective is what gives the band its 
immediacy and accessibility. “That's 
definitely the emphasis in the writ , 
ing,” Haines explains, “you know, I 
don’t really spend a lot of time on 
things that I feel like are just my per- 
sonal experiences. Generally in order 
for a song to make it as a Metric song 
it really has to resonate as being some- 
thing that other people are also able to 
relate to. 

“T really like that idea, of we're just 
living our lives and documenting 
them and we're living them with 
other people. So we havea collective 
sense of reality, instead of just feeling 
isolated.” See? The big crowds and 
the popularity isn’t about hype—it’s 
just bridging the gap, and Metric were 
simply the ones to get to it. 

“People just wanna get together in 
a room and clap their hands,” Haines 
concludes, “And I mean that without 
any sarcasm or anything, like I need 
that— like playing shows because I 
need to see who people are... ‘cause 
then I know that they’re not on 
television, or they’re not just 
driving in the car next to me...”

MacKinnon was kind enough to phone in a 
couple of unsolicited tour reports from tour 
stops in the US. Well, actually he had a show 
and record to plug—but we'll get to that. 
The first call came from Austin, Texas and 
consisted of an incomprehensible mumble 
on voicemail, rendering his salutation indeci- 
pherable and, as a result, unreturned. 
“What—and you couldn't tell that was me!” 
laughs Tenacious G, after trying again and 
successfully connecting from Portland. “The 
whole tour has been a shit show,” he 
relates, sounding oddly pleased. He’s got 
good reason, though: the band traveled to 
Austin to take part in.a big punk fest, which 
in turn got cancelled, creating a safety-pin- 
set Diaspora in clubs throughout the city. 
MacKinnon’s highlights: seeing The 
Avengers and The Angry Samoans, and 
playing with (in)famous UK second-wave 
mod-bashers The Exploited. Sadly, time, it 
seems, has not been kind to those latter- 
most onetime self-styled “troops of tomor- 
row”; lead singer Wattie, also once the 
poster boy for the classic King’s Road 
Mohawk, now sports braids and plays what 
MacKinnon describes as techno metal. 





“How can you go from King of the Mohi- 
cans to four orange braids?!” he asks incred- 
ulously before recalling some of his admira- 
tion: “He’s still psycho though, which is 
good, because he took it out on the club 
manager and we got paid.” 

And now for our commercial announce- 
ment: Wednesday Night Heroes play 
Avenue Skatepark on Oct 22 with Our 
Mercury and E-Town Beatdown. And 
they may have a new 7” in tow—but just 
maybe. “UPS fucked up,” says MacKinnon. 
“Right now it's somewhere in Portland.” 


FANNING THE PRAIRIE FIRES 

When the Prairie Music Alliance 
expanded in late 2002, joining forces with 
the Music Industry Associations of BC and 
the Yukon to create the Western Cana- 
dian Music Alliance, a few grumbles could 
be heard by those wondering if a level play- 
ing field could be achieved with indie labels 
and artists in Alberta, Saskatchewan, and 
Manitoba jostling for recognition amongst 
the major-label weight coming out of Van- 
couver—especially during the organization's 
annual awards. Those fears don’t seem 
entirely without foundation once you've 
scanned this year’s crop of nominees. For 
instance, Comeback Kid, of the aptly 
named Smallman Records, find themselves 
competing with the cream of commercial 
crap in the “Outstanding Rock Recording” 
category, peer against the likes of 
Theory of

Lund, among others, heading up the list of 
this city’s nominees. 

And, while not exactly a scientific sam- 
pling, at least two E-nominees—from cate- 
gories about as disparate as you can get— 
think things have worked out okay. 

“It raises the profile of Western artists in 
general. Having artists such as Diana Krall 
and Jann Arden may attract international 
attention, so the other artists can only bene- 
fit,” offers Aimee Hill, who is once again up 
for “Independent Publicist/Radio Promoter of 
the Year” (she took home the 2004 trophy). 

Bernd Gretzinger, whose band Rule of 
Nines is up for the “Outstanding Christian 
Recording,” concurs, saying, “In a way, we're 
more pumped because it’s harder to get in.”

“I'VE ALWAYS LOOKED AT ALICE AS 
being my favourite rock star,” says 
Vincent Furnier. “And the minute 
that he’s not my favourite rock star, 
there’s something wrong.” 

Furnier mostly speaks of Alice 
Cooper in the third person, drawing 
a line between the character he’s 
been playing and, to a certain extent, 
has become over the past 35 years. 

There is a certain wisdom in set- 
ting this kind of barrier between fact 
and fiction. After all, the Prince of 
Darkness has a wife and children 
and probably leads a rather ordinary 
life when the stage lights have 
cooled off and the massive props 
have been torn down. 

But Alice Cooper has been to hell 
and back. From a skyrocketing 
career fueled by alcohol in the ’70s 
that saw him write some of the 
decades most famous anthems 
(“School's Out,” “Eighteen”) toa 
bumpy ride through the 80s and 
‘90s—where he re-invented himself 
on several occasions, dabbling in 
pop-metal (exemplified by 1989’s

Trash) and industrial music—Alice 
Cooper has always managed to 
come out on top thanks to legions of 
fans who identified (and still do) 
with the true outcast persona he’s 
always portrayed in his comedy-hor- 
ror cabaret performances. 

With this year’s Dirty Diamonds, 
recorded and produced in just 14 
days, Alice Cooper made his way 
back to his roots—shedding concep- 
tual histrionics—for a stripped- 
down ‘70s sound that follows the 
blueprint of his most successful 
material. The result is one of his 
most enjoyable records to date, one 
that borrows heavily from the 
songcraft of old-school Cooper, The 
Yardbirds, Procol Harum, and The 
Rolling Stones. 

Alice Cooper revealed himself in a 
recent interview with SEE: 


About getting wiser with age: 

“{ think I’m smarter, but I’m stilla 
juvenile delinquent. There were two 
Alices. When I look back at the Alice 
from “School's Out” and Billion Dol- 
lar Babies, that Alice represented a 
character that was an outsider. At 
the time, nobody was like him at all. 
There was no Goth movement, noth-

THE PROBLEM WITH WINDING UP AS A 
poster child for a genre is that the genre 
becomes a catchall identifier for your 
work, as opposed to simply being a 
starting point for deeper listening. 
Toronto's controller.controller is acute- 
ly aware of this phenomenon; the 
release of their debut EP, History, saw 
them consigned to the same dance- 
punk pile as The Rapture—a compari- 
son that was either used to elevate the 
band or bludgeon them, depending on 
the allegiances of the critic. 


THE RHYTHM HIT ’EM 
History did demonstrate that con- 
troller.controller had some sonic affini- 

ty with their New York tag-sharers 
(throbbing bass, angular riffs, beats 
designed ton ympel motion, provoca- 
tively attitudinal vocals), but their new 
full-length, X-Amounts, while still rico- 
cheting within those parameters, also 
possesses a depth beyond the 
increased mastery that you'd expect 
from a second release. Once your ears 
are acclimatized to the initial impres- 
sions, dominated by driving rhythms, 
arch vocals, and a general feeling of 
post-apocalyptic Studio 54-ness, they 
are ready to appreciate the complexity 
within the layers tautly woven into the 
glossy production. 

“The stuff we get lumped into is 
because of the bass and drums,” states 
bassist Ronnie Morris. “When I was 


young, I was listening to PiL, not the 
Sex Pistols. That's what I thought was 
interesting. The Clash got into that sort 
of sound, later on. You looked at what 
influenced your influences, and you 
branch back from there, and that’s 
what I was doing.” 

Mortis was the initial architect of 
controller.controller’s sound, casting 
his net for cohorts through a 2002 


_newspaper ad. “I started a band 


because I couldn’t seem to keep a 


-band,” he laughs. “I was always quit- 


ting or getting kicked out.” Guitarist 
Colwyn Llewelyn responded first, fol- 
lowed by Jeff Scheven. “He would 
leave these messages: ‘I want to be in 
your band but I'm afraid to be.’ I 
thought he was being... well, not seri- 
ous, so I didn’t returm his calls fora 
long time. I had advertised for some- 
one who wanted to play dance beats, 
which was hard to find, because 
drummers tend to want to show off 
and not bea drum machine playing 
the same thing over and over.” The 
addition of guitarist Scott Kaija (with 
whom both Morris and Llewelyn’s 
cousin had played with before) and 
singer (and band neophyte) Nirmala 
Basnayake completed the lineup. 

“When we started, no one was real- 
ly doing that sound anymore. Arab 
Strap maybe, but their take on it was 
different,” Moris says. “Then The 
Rapture came out.” 


METAL MACHINE MUSIC 
He understands why reviewers 
automatically make that comparison 
(well, it’s easy, right?”), but points out 


that they miss half the story when they 
are only clocking the rhythm section. 
“They completely ignore that what Jeff 
and [are doing is not what's happen- 
ing on the guitars. Especially on X- 
Amounts. Colwyn’s shredding like 
crazy, and if you just listened to the 
guitars, you'd be like, ‘Is this a metal 
record?” 

Essentially, it's not that the band 
objects to being associated with the 
likes of The Rapture, so much as they 
would prefer the breadth of their con- 
stituent parts acknowledged. 

“Rock culture is based on stealing,” 
Mons chuckles, invoking a host of 
controller.controller antecedants who 
confound preconceptions. 

The recycling applies to their words, 
too. Morris says Basnayake lifted a 
couple choice turns of phrase from 
“this website that posts these random 
pieces of paper people find. Tama 
vampire to you’ was from there. Nir- 
mala comes to rehearsals and scribbles 
while we wank with our instruments, 
and I’m thinking, ‘Man, this must be 
boring for her,’ then she comes up with 
this great stuff. Because we're so loud, 
sometimes I don’t fully get the lyrics 
until we're recording.” 

At the suggestion that Basnayake 
seems to have picked up her style of 
emotive phrasing from the way the 
boys wrangle their guitar lines, Morris 
concludes, “It’s more like she found 
her space; like everyone has found 
their space. And it makes for a greater 
whole, hopefully. That's the idea, any- 
way.”

DEEP ROUTES 
All Blues Edition 


THREE THOUSAND, EIGHT HUNDRED KILO- 
meters may seem like a fair distance to drive 
for some music, but your intrepid corre- 
spondent and his better half, Carrol, made 
the trip for the second year running. The 
impetus for the journey was the 20th 
anniversary of a blues festival put on by the 
Sonny Boy Blues Society. Formerly known as 
the King Biscuit Blues Festival, the three-day 
event is now called the Arkansas Blues 
and Heritage Festival due to a squabble 
over naming rights with the holders of the 
revered name “King Biscuit.” The current 
owners are the KBE entertainment group 
based in New York City, not exactly a 
hotbed of Delta blues, and for-some reason 
they thought it perfectly acceptable that a 
non-profit society, hosting a free festival, 
should pay them over $15,000 to use the 
name. What we got was a new name for a 
festival that carried the tradition of the Delta 
blues forward. 

With over two dozen electric and 16 
acoustic acts present, there was no shortage 
of great music... in fact, there were some dif- 
ficult choices to be made for this blues fan as 
“must see” acts appeared simultaneously on 
stages at opposite ends of the festival site. 
The “site” is comprised of a stage built to 


resemble a train station, facing a levee on the 
Mississippi river for the electric acts and 
another, down Cherry Street, the main drag 
in Helena, built next to the original loading 
dock used by the Sonny Boy Flour Compa- 
ny. Blues and Delta history oozes about you 
as you walk down the main street, where 
local blues musicians have set up on street 
corners to play for tips, and hawkers—sell- 
ing everything from jewelry to corn dogs and 
barbecue—do their thing. It’s a little bit car- 
nival and a whole lot of music as this sleepy, 
depressed town wakes up for the weekend. 

After things kicked off Thursday with a 
quartet of local bands on the electric stage, 
the weekend’s highlight hit with a 
vengeance—Houston’s Diunna Greenleaf 
and her band Blue Mercy won the Interna- 
tional Blues Competition and launched into a 
no-holds-barred, make-the-hair-on-the-back- 
of-your-neck-stand-on-end version of “If | 
Had Possession over Judgment Day.” With 
special guest Steady Rollin’ Bob Margolin 
sitting in on bass the group also featured the 
2005 Albert King award winner for Best 
Unsigned Guitar Player, John “El Toro” 
Richardson. Diunna, with the power of 
Koko Taylor and vocal finesse of Etta James, 
at less than half the age of either, popped up 
on stages throughout the weekend. 

We were reminded of Delta blues histo- 
ty—and the wisdom of driving 3800 km to 
participate—as one act after another 
secured a place in our musical memory 


banks. Billy Branch and the Sons of 
Blues took us up Highway 61 from the 
Delta to Chicago; Walter “Wolfman” 
Washington took us downstream to New 
Orleans, and Anson Funderburgh and 
the Rockets took us west to Texas. 

At the acoustic stage, veteran pianist 
Henry Gray showed the young cats how 
it's done, while such relative newcomers as 
Paul Geremia, Fruteland Jackson, and 
Steve Chesborough impressed with their 
love and understanding of the blues. 

Clubs in Clarksdale (home of the infa- 
mous “Crossroads” and just across the Mis- 
sissippi) were hopping all weekend long with 
after-festival parties. The Sunday following 
the festival, “Pinetop Perkins’s 5th Annual 
Homecoming” was held at Hopkins Planta- 
tion, about five miles south of town. From 
two in the afternoon until nine that evening, 
blues fans from around the world (we met 
Bosnians, Serbs, Swedes, Brits and others) 
celebrated the music they love with Mark 
Hummell’s Blues Survivors, Bob Mar- 
golin, Henry Gray, Willie “Big Eyes” 
Smith, Bob Corritorre, Michael Burks, 
Diunna Greenleaf, and a host of others 
before Pinetop himself took the stage for a 
few tunes. In the end, there was more music, 
history and great performances in our four 
days in the Delta than could ever fit into one 
of these columns. Blues Heaven?. You know 
it. Be there next year. It's worth the drive.

Reflecting change to come? 


With a noise-laden, electrifying set, post- 
punk revivalists turn out the lights—for now

WORD OF MOUTH TRAVELS FAST IN 
this city. The Floor had played it 
low-key, but pretty much everyone 
present had a sense of the doom 
and gloom that shrouded the 
band’s Sidetrack performance with 
Storyboard and Toronto’s Simeon 
Ross (the only singer-songwriter 
I've ever seen wearing a tie clip). 
Frontman Matt Pahl was his usual 
reclusive self on and off-stage as he 
dodged questions about the band’s 
future as best he could. 

“It’s just one of my phases,” he 
admitted with surprising candor 
before the show, his cheeks turning 
slightly red. “I don’t know what's 
going to happen.” 

It would be a crying shame to 
lose a band like The Floor. Like 
their counterparts Storyboard, their 
music evolves on a different plane 
of thought. Their energy carries 
through veiled messages hidden 
behind both lyricists’ fears and inse- 
curities. 

Perhaps that particular night was 
the best insight we could get into 
Pahl’s mind and into the band’s 
chemistry—same goes, somehow, 
for Nano Uribe and his Storyboard. 

I'd hate to put salt on Story- 
board’s wounds (they recently 
departed with guitarist Catherine 
Hiltz) but, despite the mesmerizing 
magic in their moody songs, they 
might just be one of the most boring 
live acts in Edmonton. Statues have 
more stage presence than they do. 
Bassist Emily Henkemans barely 
moved or cracked a smile even 
when Storyboard finally got to 
those big swooping breaks, her feet 
remaining firmly planted into the 
ground as her eyes barely dared to 
take a peek at the audience. All the 
while, Uribe’s celestial voice barely 
made up for his apparent lack of* 
enthusiasm. Some will argue it’s 
part of their charm but, looking at 
the crowd, it was easy to tell Story- 


board weren't capturing the audi- 
ence as they should’ve. Conversa- 
tions drowned out the beauty of 
their quiet moments, and it was 
hard to tell if anyone was really 
excited to see them at all. Maybe 
next time we'll get a better picture. 

The Floor’s set was bittersweet in 
nature due to the circumstances, 
and the song selection reflected that 
fact perfectly. Going through the 
regular motions during the first half 
of their show (“Drown Inside,” 
“Freeze Frame,” “Impossible,” 
“Automaton,” “Guilt of Silence”), it 
quickly became apparent Pahl and 
the band were actually speaking to 
themselves and the audience. “Why 
aren't you talking? /There must be 
something /Behind the guilt of 
silence,” sang Pahl with a certain 
tinge in his voice. “Someone Else” 
probably signaled the start of reck- 
less abandon for The Floor—and 
when they hit that high, they don’t 
get any better—the song ending in 
a furious barrage of Sonic Youth- 
esque noise before the band 
launched into the gloomy “What 
Do You Know?” (both from this 
year’s acclaimed Personnel). Follow- 
ing with the collapsing jam of 
“Cloud of Blinding Light” meant 
there was no going back after that 
point—implosion complete. 
Nonetheless, drummer Dan Carlyle 
and bassist Paul Arnusch were 
obviously enjoying themselves, 
Carlyle sporting an unusual grin as 
he rolled bombastically through the 
madness-driven “Fallout Forever.” 
Amnusch stared back at him return- 
ing a complicit smile. 

Guitarist /keyboardist Graham 
Lessard, the quiet mastermind 
behind The Floor’s intricate sound, 
remained cautiously focused 
throughout. 

As midnight drew near, the band 
returned to the stage for a two-song 
encore that closed with “Glass 
Heart,” Pahl pouring his very soul 
into singing about coming apart. 

And it was definitely an emotion- 
ally-charged moment for everyone 
involved as it made light of all the 
rumours of late. Ce n’est qu'un au 
revoir? -

HE'S BAAAACK, SO NIGHTCRAWLERS 
beware. Lord Worm, English teacher (“It 
keeps me respectable—and keeps the gov- 
ernment off my back.”), and vocalist and 
onstage eater of worms with Cryptopsy, 
Quebecs’ favorite exponents of technical 
death metal, is on the phone from 
Albugerque, New Mexico, where the metal 
package tour his band is part of has halted 
for the night. Cryptopsy and tour mates Suf- 
focation, Aborted, and Despised Icon are 
waiting on stragglers for sound check, and 
Worm is assenting to an observation about 
the surreality of a death metal singer even 
having a day job teaching English literature. 
“It's odd, yes, but I've learned to compart- 
mentalize,” he agrees amiably. 


Worm is indeed an agreeable sort—he 
originally left the band on very good terms 
after selecting his own replacement, Mike 
DiSalvo, in 1996. “| was doing nothing, that’s 
why | left,” he admits, pointing to the 
ameunts of money the members were sink- 
ing into the project with barely enough to 
keep themselves afloat. “| didn’t think | was 
deserting a sinking ship, more like...” 

He pauses, “No wait, | was deserting a 
sinking ship. It was every man for himself, 
and I'm the rat that swam away. Flo 


' [Mounier, drummer] and Eric [Langlois, 


bassist] kept it afloat during that time. | fig- 
ured after Whispered Supremacy [| 998] there 
wouldn't be much left, but | was pleased that 
they were still around and keeping it alive.” 
The continuing friendship between 
Worm and his former band mates—and, for 
that matter, between all ex-members of 
Cryptopsy, who seem to run through musi- 
cians without rancour or resentment—

meant that hard feelings would not impede 
an eventual return. Vocalist Martin LaCroix 
took over after DiSalvo left, and finally 
Worm was asked back in 2003 by the 
remaining members, who now had proof 
that Cryptopsy would no longer be a drain 
on the pocketbook. “They showed me the 
money, as it were,” Worm says. The return 
of Worm has been cause for much rejoicing 
among fans, and the band has responded by 
getting back into the studio. Their new 
album, Once Was Not, is slated for release 
October 18th.

“YOU'RE ONE OF THOSE PEOPLE WHO 
doesn’t believe in Santa Claus, right,” drolly 
admonishes Judas Priest guitarist Glenn Tip- 
ton in the middle of our interview. The sub- 
ject at hand is Priest's newest album, Ange! of 
Retribution, and a song that sits uncomfortably 
at the end of it—‘Loch Ness,” a bloated epic 
worthy of the excesses of Spinal Tap. Tipton, 
one part of the distinctive twin guitar attack 
that’s characterized the Priest sound since he 
joined the band in 1974 for their debut 
album, Rocka Rolla, has a dry sense of humour 
that might seem completely at odds with his 
band’s over the top metal image. Fact is, he’s 
taking the piss. “I've seen the monster,” he 
continues, no hint of anything except calm 
certainty in that polite, English voice. “He 
came out and asked me for an autograph.” 


Talking to a metal legend like Tipton can 
be a surreal experience—where you might 
expect standard rock clichés strung together 
into nonsense quotes, instead you get short, 
polite exchanges, not unlike what you'd 
expect from a job interview. Not that Tipton 
has to sell himself or his band. The reintro- 
duction of lead singer Rob Halford nearly 
two years ago—after Halford tried out a 
couple of other ventures, Fight and Two, and 
Priest struggled on with replacement vocalist 
Ripper Owens—has been an overwhelming 
success. People are interested in the old war 
horses again, and Tipton can’t help but sound 
pleased in his understated way. 

“The best compliment we get from peo- 
ple is that Priest music is timeless,” he notes 
happily. “We can’t really pat ourselves on the 
back about it and say we intended it, it’s just 
we're fortunate—we have a chemistry in the 
band.” There's no doubt of that—the core 
group of Tipton, Halford, bassist lan Hill, and 
guitarist K.K Downing have pumped out a 


string of hardy, workmanlike hits through 
the decades that only a snob could dismiss. 
C’mon—who here hasn't played air guitar to 
“You've Got Another Thing Coming” or 
“Living After Midnight”? 

“We've been on the road for a year and a 
half,” continues Tipton, “and we've seen a 
resurgence; we've seen all age groups, and 
that’s a good thing—die hard Priest fans, and 
youngsters turned onto the music by the par- 
ents. It means that we're popular again, for 
one thing, and also that we've got some of it 
right Some of the songs we've done in our 
time are quite cringeable, and definitely time 
has passed by, but by and large we've done 
quite well.” 

That's about as much an acknowledge- 
ment that we're likely to get from Tipton 
about the sheer ludicrous of “Loch Ness” the 
song, if not the monster. It wouldn't do to 
press the matter, not only because Tipton’s 
amused verbal counters can glance any such 
questions aside with ease, but also because 
we really don't want to ruin the Priest per- 
sona for any youngsters still enthralled by the 
band’s righteous image as defenders of the 
metal faith. Who wants to tell the kids that 
there’s no Santa Claus? Not I.

“| WANT TO TRY BALD CHICKS ONE DAY. 
I've never made it with a bald chick,” 
declares Ryan Lenssen, gentleman key- 
boardist/production whiz of Most Serene 
Republic. 

Lenssen and his fellow Republicans from 
Milton, Ontario have reason to be contem- 
plating which “rock perks” they desire to dip 
into. As Arts & Crafts’ first score outside the 
Broken Social Scene gang, the label’s 
youngest members, and creators of a well- 
regarded debut, the expectation—borne out 
by such accolades as being SPIN’s Band of the 
Day (on the mag's website) and gathering 
four-star reviews in Brit print—is that the 
six-piece pop nouveau outfit could achieve 
the status of their founding labelmates. 

“The ultimate merch: legwarmers,” 
Lenssen continues. “We need to do this. It 
could be so hot. Indie girls don’t dress hot 
enough. They don't cater to my fetishes. | 
don't like feet. The legwarmers cover them 
up” 


Banter of this ilk, equal parts whimsy and 
mischief, hemorrhages from Lenssen, and is 
a fair conversational equivalent of MSR’s 
album. Underwater Cinematographer contains 
an embarrassment of sonic ideas, whipped 
off with an exuberance rivaling The Go! 
Team or Architecture in Helsinki, kaleido- 
scoped by melodic hooks, group chants, 
brightly cascading instrumentation, and will- 
fully oblique nerdy lyrics ct m glad we don’t 
write songs about girls,” Lenssen insists). 
This is what music sounds like to kids who 
have inherited the broadest possible record 
collections and find everything from every 
era at least somewhat listenable—f only for 
a nanosecond. 

“Risky’ is the best word for the whole 
band,” suggests Lenssen, encompassing the 
strange careening of their career as well as 
their sound. Only in their current incarna- 
tion for a short while before making Under- 
water Cinematographer mid-way through 
2004, they initially released the album on 
micro-label Sunday League before Arts & 
Crafts picked it up and released a re-jigged 
version earlier this year. 

“That Arts & Crafts logo looks really 
good on an album,” he confides. “And that 
Canadian flag. I'm not even patriotic, but that

meant so much to me. I'd really like to win a 
Juno.” Lenssen follows up this last comment 
with a barking chuckle that seems to bitch- 
slap the naff-ness of the idea of a Juno while 
simultaneously delighting in it. 

“Now it's all music, all the time. We just 
finished pre-production on six new songs; 
probably an EP. We shot a music video, then 
packed up our crap and went to New York 
for a showcase and toured. For the whole 
next year it's nothing but touring. If we're 
home, I'm in my studio. | can’t leave it right 
now.” A rare pause. “My friend works at the 
dairy factory and has no pity for me. ‘Yeah, 
wow, that really sucks, Ryan,” Lenssen 


laughs maniacally.

ALBUM #19 (OUT OF 100) 
FROM EASILY-DIGESTED SYNTH POP, 
albeit with light industrial influences, 
toa much more dynamic and com- 
plex sound, more nihilistic subject 
matter, and less immediate appeal, 
with Black Celebration Depeche Mode 
moved even further way from con- 
ventional pop. A change perhaps 
most noticeable in the fact that the sin- 
gles used to promote it fared less well 
in the charts than preceding ones. 

But Black Celebration is perhaps 
most significant because it represents 
the end of an era dominated by a 
specific theme, a particular way of 
composing, and of a tried-and-tested 
production liaison. In particular, it 
represents the end of an experimental 
and almost militant style—prompted 
some years before by the departure of 
Vince Clarke—with the adoption of 
compositional duties by Martin Gore 
and the inauguration of classically- 
trained musician, Alan Wilder, into 
the band—and, more importantly, 
into the studio. 

Since 1983's Construction Time 
Again, Depeche Mode’s third album 
and the first with Wilder, Alan had 
desired to steer the music away from 
its early “teeny bop” roots, embracing 
a darker, more tenebrous world cou- 
pled with a voracious appetite for the 
possibilities offered by early sam- 
pling devices; the music slowly grew 
akin to “industrial,” mainly charac- 
terised by the clanking of assorted 
metal. Black Celebration was really the 
last Depeche Mode album to fully 
embrace this “sample anything and 
everything” approach. Although the 
use of everyday objects as instru- 
ments would not be lost on future 
releases, it was the last time the band 
were let loose in the studio kitchen. 


FOUND SURROUND SOUND 

After the initial recording session 
in November 1985 at Westside, 
Depeche Mode returned to the 
familiar territory of Hansa Studios in 
Berlin with its unique ambience 
leaving its mark on several tracks. 
Typical for this period in the band’s 
career is the large number of multi- 
timbral “combination soun: 
employed in their music. At the time, 
individual notes from a live instru- 
ment were sampled and then trans- 
ferred, via the sampler, to various 
keyboards. Few artists had thought 
of sampling large sections of live per- 
formance and with no use of drum 
loops; rhythmic variation had to be 
achieved in different ways. Good 
examples of this is the chugging gui- 
tar part that is generated by hitting a 
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spring and part of the bass sound 
produced by hitting the end of a 
hoover tube with the hand in “A 
Question of Time,” or the ignition of 
vocalist Dave Gahan’s Porsche 911 
and an array of fireworks in 
“Stripped,” or a castanet sound creat- 
ed by dropping a ping-pong ball 
onto a table and a string “twang,” 
which originated from a traditional 
Hungarian instrument somewhat 
akin to a zither, on “A Question of 
Lust”. 

Counter weighing all the metal 
clanging are the softer, slower num- 
bers with Martin Gore carrying the 
lead vocal, demonstrating not only 
the luxury of having more than one 
accomplished vocalist in the band, 
but also manifesting further the 
change in the band’s direction. In 
fact, half of the tracks on the album 
are ballads, like the spiritual gospel 
of “Sometimes” or the Phil Spector 
homage “A Question of Lust’. 

The concluding “New Dress” 
remains the band’s last great political 
comment, in a manner alluding to 
Hans Christian Andersen’s classic 
story about The Emperor's New Clothes 
and, more directly, the dumbing 
down of mass media by comple- 
menting actual news with large 
amounts of glossy gossip. Surround- 
ed by headlines from that, now, long 
gone decade, we're encouraged to 
address the facts instead of spending 
our time obsessing about things that 
don’t actually directly influence our 
lives. It’s perhaps a somewhat naive 
plea, but it’s obvious that through it 
Depeche Mode wanted to communi- 
cate something they felt strongly 
about, something they considered 
important. 


DAWNING OF A NEW ERROR 

Black Celebration obviously struck a 
chord with the misfit youth of the 
Reagan and Thatcher era, reaching 
third place on the UK album chart, 
and spawned an even greater “black 
swarm” of fans that continue to wor- 
ship the band with feisty loyalty. (In 
fact, in Denmark, a beer bearing the 
album’s title was recently introduced 
with great success.) 

The album also appealed to critics 
and continues to influence the dystopi- 
an and lugubrious image most often 
attributed to the band. many 
recognise this albums qualities, few 
mention that it pre ee ona posi- 
tive note. Which is a pity, since Black 
Celebration is much less an invitation 
than an ironic statement on the ideo- 
logical deficiency of a shallow decade.

You 
Could Have It So Much Better, ironically, finds 
itself lacking somewhat in comparison, though 
not irreparably so. Oh, the choruses are still big 
and catchy, but fewer moments snare you by 
the white belt with the same immediacy as past 
singles like “This Fire” or “Michael.” Sure, the 
much-hyped elegiac piano ballads and Kinks 
tributes help keep things interesting—as do 
seductive numbers like the mercurial, time- 
shifting “I'm Your Villain” and the pent-up 
aggression released in the tide track—but the 
slick sameness of much of the album's midsec- 
tion causes an otherwise good record to lose 
some of its grip.

Viagra may have inspired men 
to open up about sex 


SEEMS TO ME, IT ALL STARTED WITH 
the Pill. No, not that Pill. The other PillL— 
that little blue one. Ever since the words 
Erectile Dysfunction snuck their way into 
Prime Time TV ads, guys are suddenly gush- 
ing about their sex lives. 

It's not that men haven't long written 
about/thought about/bragged about sex. I’ve 
just never seen them quite so confessional 
about it. 

In this past year, two anthologies have 
come out bearing candid, personal short 
stories by men about sex, love and every- 
thing in between. 

First there was Committed: Men Tell Stories 
of Love, Commitment, and Marriage, an 
American collection edited by Chris Knutsen 
and David Kuhn whose writers wax philo- 
sophically, hilariously, and frankly about their 
own personal run-ins with, well, love, com- 
mitment, and marriage. 

Now there's What | Meant to Say: The 
Private Lives of Men—a Canadian, and perhaps 
as a result, somewhat racier—anthology of 
stories by male writers edited by Globe and 
Mail writer, CBC host and manliness expert 
lan Brown (he authored Man Overboard: True 
Adventures with North American Men). 

When | first started writing my column 
over a decade ago, men often told me | 
should let them write a guest column from 
their perspective. “Go nuts,” I'd respond. “I'd 
love to hear more of men’s honest and per- 
sonal feelings about sex.” Not a single one 
took me up on it. | understood why 

Back then, literature about sexuality was 
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women’s turf—a battle between feminists 
who thought sex automatically objectified 
women and those who—gasp!—actually 
liked sex. 

Guys venturing into the territory of 
female sexuality during that time ran the risk 
of hitting a land mine, As for men’s sexuality, 
it was seen as simplistic, easily dismissible 
and, at best, handy for making jokes about to 
support our own arguments. 


SEXUAL HEALING 


What can | say? We had to go through it 
After our Pill came out, we realized it would 
take a lot more than sexual reproductive 
freedom to satisfy ourselves. We needed 
some time to look at our vaginas in groups, 
make some porn, and do whatever it took to 
try to figure this sex stuff out. And since guys 
had pretty much been running the sexual 
show, we figured they owed it to us. It took 
us a while—and we're certainly not there 
yet—to build up enough sexual confidence 
to be interested in hearing what guys had to 
say on the matter. 

Then along came Viagra. Not that it 
deserves all the credit, and, just as the Pill has 
its pros and cons, the little blue Pill is certain- 
ly no saint 


But, just as the birth control pill gave 
women the permission to admit they actually 
had sex, and opened the door to talking 
more candidly about everything in their sex 
lives, ED drugs have allowed men to admit 
that yes, they too had sex (okay, we knew 
that) but that they had issues too—ike get- 
ting and maintaining their erections. But it 
also started men wondering if the ability to 
“get a good stiffie” was all there was to it, a 
point David McFarlane expresses in the 
opening'line in the opening essay in What | 
Mean To Say entitled “Boner and 
Nothingness.” 

“It is a misconception, common to 
women and men alike, that an erection nec- 
essarily has something to do with sex,” 
writes McFarlane. 

The essay is an amusing account of life 
with a body part that comes with its own, 
independent hydraulic system, but McFarlane 
also asks some good questions about the 
role of erections in lovemaking—"“it often 
seems that the only times that erections are 
absolutely obligatory are those rare occa- 
sions [...] when you don’t have one.” 
Conversely, he writes, a raging hard-on will 
be met with the criticism that there is more 
to sex than his penis. 

| can see how things might get a little con- 
fusing. 

Just to prove that sex isn’t all men think 
about, there are other touching insights into 
manhood as in an essay by Russell 
Wangersky called “Heroes” or one by Ron 
Graham on his relationship with his father 
and a very funny piece by Philip Preville 
about shopping. 


SOFT SERVE 


But men haven't gone completely—warn- 
ing: incoming pun—soft on us. There is still 
plenty of sex on their minds judging by most 
of the essays in this book. In revealing his 
periodic obsession with going to strip clubs, 


lan Brown exposes himself in “Look and 
See.” On why men respond to the financially 
motivated come-ons from strippers: 
“Flattery from a woman is such a rare thing 
in most men’s lives—there’s always some- 
thing we tend to do wrong—that we'll take 
even the blatantly insincere variety [from

strippers.” 

Russell Smith's essay “Surrender” is by far 
one my favourites—a sharp, honest account 
of what attracts him to a woman, and just 
how intoxicating, volatile and exhilarating 
relationships can be. 

Some of the other stories are less astute, 
and a few are overly reactionary and/or 
defensive but | suppose that’s how it must 
feel when guys read some of the stuff we 
write about them. 

As Douglas Bell writes in his essay “First 
and Foremost”: “We're all manipulative and 
self serving. [...] Both sexes will dress up 
this desire in whatever manner suits their 
interest in the moment.” 

Fair enough. But frankly, at points, | 
found myself wondering whether we're 
kidding ourselves to think men and women 
will ever really understand each other when 
it comes to Sex.

In fact, why bother, suggests Bert Archer 
in his contribution, “Why Boys Are Better 
Than Girls,” a challenging essay on why the 
direct, “Wham, bam, thank you Sam” nature 
of gay sex is far less emasculating than “the 
sorts of compromises men must go through 
in order to have sex with women.” 

We're not always gonna like what the 
boys have to say, but | figure it’s about time 
we allow men a chance to at least try to say 
what they mean.

ANY WORDS OF WISDOM ON GIRL 
friends, boyfriends, and spouses who 
claim to be GGG, but systematically take 
away much of what they give by making 
it clear that they are not “into it” even as 
they fulfill their lovers’ fantasies?

| strive to be fair and balanced, WHIPME, but 
lately some Savage Love readers have accused 
me—me!—of gender discrimination. It’s no 
coincidence that | tend to come down on the 
pro-fetish and fantasy-realization side in most 
disputes, my critics contend, because men are 
likelier to be fetishists. I'm just another voice out 
there telling women there's something wrong

This criticism is wholly without merit. In my 
defense | would point to the countless times I've 
advised straight men—ordered them!—to cater 
to their female partners’ needs.

‘Sweetie, our sex 
life is just totally amazing—wow, And I'm crazy 
about you. | am also touched that you shared 
with me what happened to you when you were 
a kid. You know I'd never want to harm you, 
so I’m a bit gun-shy about the sort of kinky sex 
we have. | don't want to be the bad guy in your 
nightmares. So maybe could you tell me about 
how you feel with those fantasies?”
